Horace Holmes is taking a 
quick look at some aspects of 
Southern agriculture before re- 
turning to India. In an area 
north of Agra he has done won- 
ders in increased crops because 
he had tact, and patience. It has 
been a big job. The result of it 
is that.a portion of India is pro- 
American and does not look upon 
Us as imperialistic devils out to 
take them in. 

That's important. 


India 


Burma, Thailand, Malaya and 
Indonesia already look to India 
for leadership. India is the sec- 
ond largest nation in the world. 
She is the key to Asia. and to the 
Indian Ocean. Six nations dom- 
inate the Asian continent. China 
has 463,000,000 people, India 
346,000,000, Pakistan 74,000,000, 
Japan 83,000,000 and Indonesia 
80,000,000. The Asiatic - held 
Soviet territories include about 
50,000,000. It is a bit startling 
to realize that turbulent Indo- 
nesia is the sixth largest nation 
in the world. 


India hasn’t yet gone Com- 
munist. 


Her problems are-so great she 
may eventually do so unless she 
has help. Help is cheaper than 
war, though both are costly. 

How did India look to an 
American, Horace Holmes, hap- 
pily a man with more than an 
ordinary amount of common 
sense” 


A few comments will answer? 

“One thinks of India as a land 
of maharajahs, palaces and 
princes. There are some, but most 
of the people are not maharajahs, 
and don’t live in palaces. They 
live in villages—even the farm- 
ers. In a typical village you will 
find no electric lights, no tele- 
phones, no paved streets, fre- 
quently no roads at all. There 
are no sewers, no screens. no 
glass windows and often no 
floors. The small houses are made

of mud; they are crowded, drab, | 


dull. 


“There is frequently no school. 
mo doctor, no nurse, nor even a 
sanitary water supply. The farms 
average from three to five acres. 
Even those small farms are made 
up of many scattered patches, a 
result of subdividing the land 
-among the farmers’ sons. Many 
farmers have no land at all but 
work as tenants or as laborers. 

“There are no fences: crop 
yields are low: water is scarce: 
cattle and wild animals roam 


about; there are millions of mon- | 


keys. The farmer’s life is indeed 
a hard one. He needs hope that 
there is something better ahead. 
if not for himself, at least for his 
children. 


Dust Slates, 


“Nine of every ten people in 
rural India are unable to read or 
write—not because they do not 
want to or because thev are not 


intelligent, but because they have | 


not had the opportunity to learn. 
Now village people are learning 
that they can have .their own 
schools—simple schools, ves, but 
schools. They may be held under 
the trees; or outside at night by 
the dim light of kerosene lan- 
terns. Old and young study to- 
gethersin many of them. I was 
at such a school three weeks ago. 
There were no chairs, no paper, 
no pencils. Father and son sat 
together, learning together. Each 
person smoothed the dust before 
him. and wrote with his finger 
jn the dust. In such schools they 
learn to read and write in a 
month. In three months they can 
do simple sums. They also learn 
such things as simple improved 
agriculture, sanitation, health 
practices and co-operation.” 

That is the gist of the reason 
India needs help. 

Why should we help? The com- 
munists are saying to two thirds 
of the people of the world, “The 
reason you are hungry and 
wretched is because the capital- 
ist nations have exploited you. 
We will give you what they did 
not.” 

We help not merely because, 
we should, but because if we 
don’t we likely will destroy our- 
selves in the future that is ahead. 

Point 4 is a good méthod—if

He announced an im- 
mediate increase in the bank rate 
of 42 of 1 percent to 2'2 percent, 
a plan to reduce the floating debt 
by a series of short-term fund- 
ing operations, and an increase 
in the rate of interest on ad- 
vances by the central government 
to local authorities from 3 to 
334 percent. 

There will be a natt for three 
months on all new building pro- 
jects except housing, he said, and 
an excess profits tax will go into 
effect by Jan. 1. He has ordered 
the most rigid economies in all 
government departments, he said, 
and has issued instructions to 
shake out of government employ- 
ment those with skills needed in 
industry. 

Butler made it plain. that un- 
like the crisis of 1949 this was 
one involving Britain’s balance of 
payments with the. rest of the 
world. not only is the United 
Kingdom in deficit, he explained, 
but many sterling area countries 
which recently were’ earning 
profits now have fallen into def- 
icit themselves because of the 
drop in world commodity prices. 

Britain’s deficit with the Eu- 
ropean Payments Union which 
stood at 183,000,000 pounds at the 
end of September rose a further 
89,000,000 pounds in October. 
Within a matter of days, he said, 
Britain will have to begin settling 
her debts with the precious gold 
and dollar reserves of the sterling 
area which he said are “being 
drained away very fast.” He 
added: 

“The sterling area has a deficit 
with the European Payments 
Union on a scale which will rap- 
idly exhaust our quota and 
threaten the stability of the Union 
itself.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7—( 
Robert Ramspeck, chairman of the 
Civil Service Commission, said 
Wednesday it is “strange” that 
business has not shared the moral 
blame with government officials 
involved in shady deals. 

He said in some cases business- 
men themselves, had “instigated” 
the “shenanigans” which led to 
government workers being fired 
or suspended, but he yet has to 
find any criticism of business by 
business for its part in the deals. 

In an address before the Wash- 
ington Trade Association execu- 
tives, he said the ‘‘smearing” of 
government workers is a “nation- 
al problem of the gravest kind.” 

Ramspeck, U. S. Representative 
from. Georgia from 1929 to 1947, 
was once a prominent Democratic 
party leader. Earlier he practiced 
law, was a newspaperman, and 
had served in several political 
posts. 

He urged businessmen to take 
the lead in both combating unfair 
criticism of civil servants, and in 
helping the government get the 
highest type of workers. 

“By no means am I intimating! 
the public servants who violate| 
the public trust should not be 
punished, and punished speedily, 
severely and publicly, as indeed 
they have been,” he said. 

“My point is that our standard 
of morality for public servants is 
entirely different from, and infi- 
nitely higher, than our standard 
for business. 

“T find it passing strange that 
with all the hullabaloo about mis- 
behavior of a handful of public 
servants, there has been no out- 
raged indignation expressed by 
business regarding the role played 
by business in any unethical con- 
duct under discussion. 

“IT have yet to note anv new 
iterms reporting that the National 
Association of Manufacturers, or 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, or the Chamber of 
Commerce of, let us say, St. Louis, 
or any trade association, if you 
please, has ostracized, or even 
condemned, any businessman who 
admittedly participated in, if in- 
deea they not instigate, the she- 
nanigans which resulted in the 
drumming out of camp the ac- 
cused public servants.” 

Ramspeck said indiscriminate 
smearing is making it almost im- 
possible for the government to 
find workers of the caliber it 
needs. 

He said businessmen must help 
“beat back the barrage of loose 
talk” and added: 

“The efficiency and improved 
service and greater economy we 
all want will be forthcoming from 
civil servants precisely in propor- 
tion to the pride and tradition we 
are willing to invest in them. | 

“The sins of the spectacularly 
guilty must not be visited 
upon the many who are innocent.” 

The U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce said Ramspeck was wrong 
in saying it had not gone on rec- 
ord as condemning business for 
its part in shady deals with gov- 
erriment workers. 

It said National President C. A. 
Hules of Dallas, Texas, first 
brought it up in a speech deliv- 
ered Oct. 19 in Rockford, Ill., and 
since has repeated it in other 
speeches ‘‘aimost daily.”

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The People Speak 


On the nation’s off-year election day the 
people voted in scattered districts and Gen- 
eral Eisenhower plainly left the door open 
for the Republican nomination in 1952 if the 
delegates have a mind to choose him. 


There was no escaping the mood of the 
people in the elections held. They reflected 
the indignation of the people over revelations 
of crime and corruption in government, and 
those in high and low places who have been 
expecting it to “blow over” now have their 
weather report. It will not blow over. It 
will blow still others out of office in 1952. 


As a people we pay little attention to the 
warnings and advice offered from experi- 
ence. Jefferson, for example, said: “The time 
to guard against corruption and tyranny 1s 
before they shall have gotten hold of us. It 
is better to keep-the wolf out of the fold 
than to trust drawing his teeth and talons 
after he shall have entered.” 

That’s good advice, and it was given at 
the time of the republic’s founding. But we 
have ignored it. We have historically gone 
through the painful and costly experience 
of drawing the teeth and talons. Corrup- 
tion, unhappily, is not new. It has reached 
high tides oftén in our past history. It has 
been worse during a war and after wars. 
It is almost incredible, yet corruption, graft 
and thievery in high and low places took 
place during our Revolutionary War. The 
Mewican War saw fantastic corruption. 
Corruption and vice were so bold in 
Washington during the War Between the 
States as to create national scandals and the 
postwar years of Grant’s administration 
were ugly and frightful because of corrup- 
tion. And so it has gone. 

Today’s corruption is small-time 
pared with that of the past, but it probably 
is more general than ever in our history.

The World Bank, which does not cost 
the taxpayers a cent, is participating in a 
long-view restoration of, and initiation of, 
private enterprise and the integrity of finan- 
cClal relationships in needy countries. 

“Imagine,” he said, “if this had been 
done a generation ago in the Middle East and 
in the Asian nations. I do not believe they 
would now be reacting as they are with fierce 
and unreascning nationalisms.” 

The Atlantan who has become the fore- 
most figure in world finance told his 
ence international problems are theirs. 

“You and your children are the targets 
of the Soviet Union,” he said. ‘‘We must 
meet the enemy in the field of human rela- 
tionships, as well as with force if it 
quired, or we perish.

His talk was a strong blow at isolationism 
and at those who think somehow we would 
be all rignt if we had not gone into Korea 
and if we were to cut spending for defense.

The 34th Birthday 
Of a Police State 


Soviet officials and people yesterday cele- 
brated the 34th anniversary of the Commu- 
nist-Stalinist state’s founding. 

The keynote was a promise of more bread 
and goods—and an apology for the cost of 
rearming. The United States is threatening 
Russia and that makes it necessary, they said. 

But those who wish to look cannot fail 
to see that here is a government which for 
33 years has been in complete control of all 
people, ail resources and all policy and has 
not as yet been able to establish a decent 
standard of living for a ma- 
jority of its people or allow 
them any degree of liberty. 
The provisions of the con- 
stitution — ironically mod- 
eled after that of the United 
States and of France—are 
not in effect. There are 
still secret police and terror. 
There is no freedom of 
speech, of assembly, of 
press, radio or _ politics, ; 
There is no political opposi- Joe Stalin 
tion. Any suggestion of it brings a jail or 
death sentence. 

It is a government which does not trust 
its people.

Indeed, the party of 
the Bolsheviks did not have a majority in 
the parliament, but by threats and intimida- 
tion and by rioting galleries, the minority 
brought about adjournment. It never con- 
vened again as a free body. The great pow- 
ers fumbled and bungled and the revolu- 
tionists soon had the army—and since that 
time Russia has been under police and armed 
rule and the government does not vet—after 
34 years—allow an opposition voice or party. 

It is an anniversary which ought to make 
us thoughtful. 

What errors does it reveal that we may 
avoid in the future?

We Want Only War Against Misery 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 


7—(U.P)—Text of President Truman's speech explaining the arms contro] 


and peace program submitted to the United Nations by the Big Three Western powers: The Genera! 
Assembly of the United Nations is now meeting in Paris. This great town meeting of the world has 
assembled for its annual session. What is done there will be of vital importance to us in the United 
States and tu all people of the earth. 


A few hours ago, the United 
States, Great Britain, and 
France announced they would 
present to the General Assembly 
a joint proposal of great signifi- 
cance, This is a proposal for less- 
ening the burden of armaments 
which now bears so heavily 
upon the world. It is a common- 
sense way of getting started to- 
ward the regulation and bal- 
anced reduction of all armed 
forces and all implements of 
war, including atomic weapons, 
We hope the General Assembly 
will consider this proposal as an 
urgent and important matter. 

Tonight, I want to tell you 
something about this proposal, 
and why we are making it. 

Let’s begin by talking about 
the nature of the disarmament 
problem. 

All of us know how difficult 
the world situation is today. 

Fighting is going on in Korea, 
and the threat of Communist 
aggression hangs over many 
other parts of the world, 

To meet this. situation, the 
United States is now rapidly 
building up its armed forces. So 
are other free countries. 

We are doing this because we 
must. The Soviet Union and its 
satellites have very large mili- 
tary forces ready for action, The 
Soviet Union has a growing 
stock of atomic bombs. The ag- 
gression in Korea has shown 
that Communist imperialism 
will resort to open warfare to 
gain its ends. 

In these circumstances, we 
must have strong military de- 
fenses and we are. buildin 
them. 


EISENHOWER REPORT 

General Eisenhower has just 
given me an encouraging report 
of the progress that is being 
made under his command in 
Europe. Serious difficulties still 
remain, and they will require 
vigorous effort from us and from 
our Allies. But the free nations 
of Europe are creating effective 
defenses. As a result of Gen. 
Eisenhower's visit, arrange- 
ments are being made to speed 
up the training and equipment of 
the combined defense forces in 
Europe. 

We shall continue to build 
strong defenses in Europe and 
in other parts of the world— 


just as long as that is neces- 
sally, 

‘Our own armed forces and 
those of our Allies are essential 
to the protection of freedom. 
They are an essential part of 
our efforts to prevent another 
world war. As they increase in 
size and effectiveness, they 
make it plain to an aggressor 
that he can have no hope of 
quick and easy conquest. As the 
Kremlin comes to see that its 
aggressive policies cannot pav 
off, it may.abandon them and 
join in reasonable settlements 
of world problems. 

This build-up of the defenses 
of the free world is one wav to 
security and peace. As things 
now stand, it is the only way 
open to us. 

But there is another way to 
security and peace—a way we 
would much prefer to take. We 
would prefer to see the nations 
cut down their armed forces on 
a balanced basis that would be 
fair to all, That is the way we 
hoped the world would follow 
six years ago, when we helped 
to set. up the United Nations. 
And it is what we are still 
working for—an interna- 
tional order without the burden 
of tremendous armaments. 
REDUCE ARMED FORCES 

It may seem strange to talk 
about reducing armed forces 
and armaments when we are 
working so hard to build up our 
military strength. Byt there Is 
nothing inconsistent about these 
two things. Both have the same 
aim—the aim of security and 
peace. If we can’t get security 
and peace one way, we must 
get it the other way. 

The wavy of reducing arma- 
ments—the way we prefer—can 
he undertaken only if there is 
a workable international system 
which makes reduction possible 
without endangering the secu- 
rity of any nation, No country 
can afford to reduce its defenses 
unless it is sure the other fel- 
low is reducing his at the same 
time. To reduce armaments, 
therefore, we must have, first 
of all, a safe and fair procedure. 

Three weeks ago, in a speech 
in North Carolina, I said that 
we are willing, as we have al- 
wavs been, to sit down in the 
United Nations with the Soviet 


; 


Union, and all the other coun- 
tries concerned, and work to- 
gether for lessening the burden 
of armaments. The proposal we 
have announced today, along 
with France and Great Britain, 
offers a practical way to do just 
that. 

This proposal is in the nature 
of a fresh approach. It has been 
very carefully prepared, and we 
believe it is an improvement 
over previous approaches. If it 
is accepted, it will open a way to 
reduce armaments and _ lessen 
the risk of war. 
CONSOLIDATE CONTROL 

The basic principles for a 
real, workable system for re- 
ducing armaments- are well 
known, I outlined them in my 
speech before the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations a 
little more than a year ago. The 
General Assembly has enudorsed 
them. They are simple. First, 
such a system must include all 
types of weapons; second, it 
must be accepted by all nations 
having substantial armed forces; 
and third, it must be based on 
safeguards that will insure the 
compliance of all nations—in 
other words, it must be fool- 
proof. 

I also suggested to the Gen- 
eral Assembly that the two 
United Nations commissions 
working on the control of ar- 
maments be consolidated into 
one. One of these commissions 
has been working on atomic en- 
ergy, and the other commission 
on all other types of weapons 
and armed forces, It is clear, 
however, that all types of weap- 
pons and armed forces must be 
covered by one over-all plan, 
and should therefore be under 
the jurisdiction of the same 
United Nations commission. 

As a result of work during 
the past year, the General As- 
sembly is now in a position to 
merge the two commissions and 
to direct the new body to get 
to work on concrete steps for 
reducing» and controlling all 
kinds of armament. 

We hope the proposal we are 
now making will be the first or- 
der of business of this new com- 
mission. 

Let me tell you just what it 
is that we are proposing. 

First, we proposed that a

continuing inventory of aill 
armed forces and armaments 
be undertaken. This inventory 
would take place in every coun- 
try having substantial military 
power, and it would be checked 
and verified in each of those 
countries by inspectors who are 
nationals of other countries, 
working under the United Na- 
tions. These inspectors would 
have authority to find out what 
the real facts are. 

Second, we. propose that, 
while this process of inventory 
and inspection is taking place, 
the nations work out specific 
arrangements for the actual re- 
duction of armed strength. 

Third, we ‘propose, on the 
basis of these two steps, that the 
reductions which are the goal 
of the program be made as soon 
as that can be done with full 
knowledge and fairness to all. 

Such a program would have 
to be agreed upon by all the 
countries having substantial 
military power and ratified ac- 
cording to their own constitu- 
tional practices. 

The key to this plan is the 
proposal to find out exactly and 
precisely what arms and armed 
forces each country has. This is 
the first essential, on which all 
else depends. Unless this step is 
taken, no real progress can be 
made toward regulating and re- 


. ducing armaments. 


Any nation whith is not wil- 
ling to agree to this step, and to 
carry it out, is not really inter- 
ested in disarmament. The So- 
viet government has at various 
times talked about reducing ar- 
maments, but they have never 
proposed an effective system for 
finding out the facts. No re- 
sponsible government can agree 
to cut its own defense unless it 
knows where such a cut will 
leave it in relation to the armed 
forces of other countries. That is 
why we propose the first step 
of an honest, continuing inven- 
tory of all armed forces and ar- 
maments, including atomic wea- 
pons. 

BY SLOW STAGES 

Such an inventory would pro- 
ceed bv stages, disclosing the 
least vital information first, 
and then proceeding to more 
sensitive areas. Each stage 
would be completed before the 
next began, until all armed 
forces and armaments of every 
kind had been included. 

There is another important 
point. Any program of reducing 
armaments will necessarily be 
complex and even with the 
fullest co-operation of all the 
parties, will take quite a while 
to work out and put into effect. 
Even after it is put into effect, 
there will have to be safeguards 
against its violation. The fact- 
finding must, therefore, be con- 
tinuous. It cannot be a one- 
shot affair. The fact-finders 
must know not only what the 
state of armament is on any 
given date, but how it is pro- 
ceeding—whether the armed 
forces of the country concerned 
are increasing or diminishing. 

As the facts are revealed. 
progress can be made toward 
working out, by mutual agree- 
ment, the exact amounts and 
kinds of armaments and armed 
forces which each country will 
finally be permitted to have. It 
might be possible, for example, 
to agree that each country 
would have armed forces pro- 
portionate to its population, 
with a ceiling beyond which no 
country could go. Furthermore, 
each country might be limited 
to using no more than a fixed 
portion of its national produc- 
tion for military purposes. 

With respect to atomic weap- 
ons, the plan already approved 
by a majority of the United Na- 
tions fits right into this pres- 
ent proposal of ours for the con- 
trol and reduction of arma- 
ments. Atomic weapons would 
be revealed at the appropriate 
stage in the process of disclo- 
sure. Such weapons would ulti- 
mately be prohibited, and 
atomic energy would be con- 
trolled under the provisions of 
the United Nations plan. We con- 
tinue to support this plan as it 
now stands, but we are, of 
course, always ready to con- 
sider any better plan. 

Let me stress that each stage 
of this program for reducing ar- 
maments would be entered upon 
only after the previous one had 
been completed. And each stage 
would be continuously policed 
by inspectors, who would report 
any breach of faith. 


LAY CARDS ON TABLE 

If the Soviet Union and its 
satellites are really afraid of the 
intentions of any of the free 
countries, as they say they are, 
here is a plan they can adopt 
with safety. It would give them 


. With anyone 
. and Keep their 


the same protection, every step 
of the way, that it gives every 
other country. And on the other 
hand, we can afford to go into 
such a plan as this because we 
would have safeguards against 
bad faith. 


All nations would have to 
lay their cards on the table and 
keep them there at all times. 

Here, then, is a real, down- 
to-earth approach, fair to all 
concerned. It would move for- 
ward step-by-step. Each step, 
when completed, would build up 
mutual confidence for the next 
step. If at any stage there were 
a breach of trust, or an act of 
bad faith, all participating na- 
tions would have immediate no- 
tice, and could act in tirmhe to 
protect themselves. 


In the face of the long and 
gloomy history of our negotia- 
tions with the Soviet Union, 
there are, no doubt, many peo- 
ple who think that any further 
attempts to control and reduce 
armaments are a waste of time. 
It is true that we have experi- 
enced much bad faith, deceit, 
and broken promises on the 
part of the Soviet Union- over 
the last six years. It is true that 
we have met rebuffs and re- 
fusals from the Soviet govern- 
ment, ever since the day we of- 
fered to give up our monopoly 
of atomic weapons and to pro- 
hibit them under a system of 
international control. 

Nevertheless, as responsible 
men and women, we must trv 
for disarmament in spite of all 
difficulties. We cannot permit 
the history of our times to 
record that we failed by default 


CORRECT PROPOSAL _. 

We make this proposal be- 
cause it is the right thing to do. 
We are not making it in any 
Sudden spirit of optimism. We 
are not making it as a last ges- 
ture of despair. We are making 
it because we share, with all 
the members of the United Na- 
tions, the responsibility of try- 
ing to bring about ‘conditions 
which will assure international 
peace and security. 

The people of the world want 
peace. To work in every’ pos- 
sible way for peace is a duty 
which we owe not only to our- 
selves, but to the whole human 
race. 

In making our proposal for 
reducing armaments, we are not 
suggesting that the crisis- in 
world affairs has passed, or even 
that it has lessened. It has not. 
We cannot afford for one min- 
ute to let down our guard or 
falter in our defense program 
We must not weaken in our 
firm stand to resist aggression 
in Korea. 

While aggression and fight- 
ing continues—as in Korea— 
and while the major political ise 
sues that divide the nations re- 
main unsettled, real progress to- 
ward reducing armaments may 
not be possible. ) 

But we cannot fail to bring 
before the world the problem of 
growing armaments, which 
presses so heavily on all man- 
kind. We believe deeply that 
discussions of this question in 
the United Nations can and 
should begin now, even though 
tensions are high. Indeed, one 
way to reduce these tensions is 
to start work on such proposals 
as the one we are now making. 


PEOPLE WANT PEACE 


I urge the Kremlin to accept 
this proposal. I urge them to 
make it known to the people of 
the Soviet Union. The men in 
the Kremlin are responsible for 
the lives and future of a great 
nation—of a great and creative 
people—a people who long for 
peace, even as all people long 
for peace. The men in the 
Kremlin must know how the 
people behind the Iron Curtain 
are crushed down by the bure 
den of armament and produce 
tion for war—how they hope 
for rélease and for enjoyment 
of the better things of life. 

And there can be a release 
from the burden of increasing 
armaments and the fear of war. 
The nations are not helpless 
chips im the tide of events. They 
can control their destiny, if they 
will. The burden of armaments 
can be lifted. It can bé done. 
And if it is done, think what a 
prospect would open up for the 
future of mankind. 

The United States and other 
countries are now helping the 
people of the free nations to 
fight against the ancient enemies 
of man—hunger, disease and in- 
justice. But what we can do 
now is sharply limited by the 
cost of maintaining defenses to 
prevent aggression and war. If 
that cost could be reduced—if 
the burden of armaments could

“One day when the President 
was -riding with General Bradley 
and me he fell to discussing the 
future of some of our war lead- 
ers. I told him that I had no 
ambition except to retire to a 
quiet home and from there do 
what little I could to help our 
people understand some of the 
great changes. the war had 
brought to the world and the in- 
escapable responsibilities that’ 
would devolve upon us all as a 
result of those changes. I shall 
never forget the President’s an- 
swer. Up to that time I had met 
him casually on only two or three 
occasions. I had breakfasted with 
him informally and had found 
him sincere, earnest; and a most 
pleasant person with whom to 
deal. Now, in the car, he sud- 
denly turned toward me and said: 
‘General there is nothing that you 
may want that- I won’t try to 
help you get. That definitely and 
specifically includes the  presi- 
dency in 1948.’ 

“I doubt that any soldier of 
Our country was ever so suddenly 
struck in his emotional vitals by 
a president with such an appar- 
ently sincere and certainly as- 
tounding proposition as this. Now 
and then, in conversations with 
friends, jocular suggestions had 
previously been made to me 
about a possible political career. 
My reaction was alwavs instant 
repudiation, but to have the 
President suddenly throw this 
broadside into me left me no re- 
course except to treat it as a verv 
splendid joke, which I hoped it 
was. I laughed heartily and said: 
‘Mr. President, I don’t know who 
will be ygur opponent for the 
presidency, but it will not be I.’ 
There was no doubt about my 
seriousness.”

Crime is stepping up 
along with the increase in the use 
of drugs. Moral respect among 
our people, particularly young 
people, is fast lowering itself.

The two most important policies 
of the general program are: 

1, The emigre groups recognize 
the right of all people of the Soviet 
Union to determine freely their 
political destiny, either through a 
plebiscite or through election of 
the constituent assembly. The right 
of the Russian people to decide by 
democratic process the question of 
whether the peoples of the Soviet 
Union are to remain in a union or 
to secede from it also is recog- 
nized.

The meeting, which was spon- 
sored by the American Commit-!

Professor Nova Tsinsadze, 
chairman of the Georgian Na-| 
tional Council, announced that 
negotiations have been begun to 
unite the emigre organizations 
with the Ukrainian refugee 
groups, including the Ukrainian 
National Council. 

A manifesto issued at the con- 
clusion of the meeting was signed 
by leaders of each of the 11 
groups. This manifesto, published 
on the anniversary of the “seizure 
of power by the Bolshevik usurp- 
ers’ declared the unity of the 
groups in their common opposi- 
tion to the Communist dictator- 
ship in Russia, the “liquidation of 
which must open the way to lib- 
eration of our peoples.”

TRAINING U NIT EXPANSION 


All-Out Recruiting Drive 
To Build 902d Air Wing | 


A full-scale recruiting program 


will be launched within the next 


two weeks to build the newly organized 902d Air Force Training | 
Wing to maximum strength by January. 


The Wing, which is the only Air| 
Force training wing in Georgia, 
is stationed at Dobbins Air Force 
Base. Recruit program calls for 
mobile enlistment units to visit 
all towns within a 70-mile radius 
of Dobbins within the next two 
months, These units will enable. 
recruit teams to give enlisters’ 
physical examinations, qualifica-. 
tion tests and even issue orders 
on the spot. 

Capt. E. G. Kuhn, Director of 
Personnel at Dobbins, said Tues- 
day there are openings in 22 dif- 
ferent career classifications. Pres- 
ent plans call for a two-day a 
month training program for nearly 
800 officers and airmen in either 
medical, maintenance and supply, 
air base, or tactical duties. 

The 902d has not yet been as- 
signed a specific tactical duty. It 
may be either a light or heavy 
bombardment, troop carrier or 
fighter outfit. 

No flying duty is slated for 
the Wing until after initial train- 
ing in administration. John C, 
Watson, commanding officer at 
Dobbins Air Base, said the 902d 
will not be assigned flying status 
until next June, beginning of the 
fiscal year. 

The recruiting campaign will 
begin Nov. 17 at Cartersville. 
Since the mobile units will not be 
ready for use at that time, Kuhn 
said Dan Hubbard, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, has 
volunteered the use of the Cham- 
ber building to the Air Force for 
the day.

On Way Out 


By MARTHA SMITH 
Homework, pretty soon, may 
be only a recollection to the 
older generation. 


There’s a definite trend, na- 
tionally, to get schoolwork done 
altogether in the schools, leav- 
ing a child’s hours at home free 
for whatever use he cares to 
make of them. 

That’s the thought of at least 
two top school officials in the 
Atlanta area: Douglas MacRae, 
assistant superintendent of 
schools for Fulton County, points 
to the fewer and fewer home as- 
signments in elementary school 
programs as proof of this move. 
Miss Ira Jarrell, superintendent 
of Atlanta schools, was backed 
up solidly by a meeting of school 
principals in her office when 
she voiced the opinion that work 
should ALL be accomplished 
during-the school day. She in- 
vited parents to note the great 
decrease in homework in recent 
years throughout the Atlanta 
school system. 

Pertinent question, from the 
parents’ viewpoint, is “How can 
I help my child with homework 
when he has it?” 

School officials reply unani- 
mously, 

“Don’t help him at all!” 

Best idea is to provide ideal 
arrangements at home where he 
can study, uninterruptedly and 
in a quiet atmosphere. See that 
he has good light for his work. 
Discourage distractions like 
radio programs as well as in- 
sisting on brothers or sisters 
studying in separate places. 

And let him do his work 
alone. 


“It’s fine, in times of doubt, ~ 


to indicate the general method 
of procedure in accomplishing 
homework,” said Mr. MacRae, 
“But don’t do the work for him.” 

“Teachers are trained to aid 
children in schoolwork,” said 
Miss Jarrell. “Most of the work 
boys and girls take home is 
merely practice in what they’ve 
already learned or done at 
school. Children gain a sense of 
responsibility, not to mention 
more knowledge, if they work 
independently.”

Mrs. O’Neal, a fairer-skinned 
but otherwise close likeness to 
the portrait of Pocahontas that 
hangs in the Atlanta Art Insti- 
tute, is crusading to bring her 
ancestor back home. 

Aroused club women the na- 
tien over are joining in her 
fight. They are petitioning the 
U. S. State Department to get 
the remains of the Indian lady 
back to the country she helped 
start. 

“Remember Jamestown,” re- 
minds Mrs. O’Neal. “And how 
Pocahontas saved Captain John 
Smith from her father’s Inr- 
dians.” 

The current controversy 
started when Pocahontas mar- 
ried Colonist John Rolfe and 
paid England a visit. By sad 
chance, she died there in 1617 
and was buried in a small vil- 
lage church yard. 

Fanning the flames was the 
presence in Atlanta of Dr. R. 
Daunton-Fear, rector of the 
English church that houses the 
Indian’s grave. The Rector came 
to campaign for funds to pre- 
serve his church and the memo- 
rial to Pocahontas, but in Eng- 
land.

This is the fellow who lives on a tiny stretch of 
rock where there are more than enough people to go around, 
but where the stamina is limited by ration barriers thrown

The Englishmen do 
not need the insurance policy of crash helmets and more padding 
than a horsehair couch. They wear extremely brief shorts and cotton 
shirts and in this rig I feel sure they could beat the long pants off 
the American huskies.” 
And here he wades fearlessly into the matter of the platoons 
and associated shortcomings. 


“Back in England, the men of Rugby football play 40 min- 
utes each way with one 10-minute interval. They would gulp at 
the idea of bringing in substitutes or that amazing all-change 
system when a team breaks off the defense shore and moves 
to attack. There is also considerable attention paid to the ball, 
which over here seems to be an incidental.” 


A bit of a new method of verbal approach, but nevertheless 
put together in such manner that it is obvious the old Rugby man 
is appalled at the American perfectionist who courts the flawless 
performance to the extreme that his men are mere tools. This 
stems, naturally, from his familiarity with Rugby and its stern 
limitations.

A Man’s Mistake Got Out of Hand | 


English Rugby is played between teams of 15 men, the same 
15 men from start to finish. There are no substitutions. If a man is 
disabled, his team must play on short-handed. Play is continuous, 
as in basketball, stops only for infraction of the rules, or when the 
ball goes out of bounds. Play is not halted for downs when the 
ball-carrier is tackled. Instead, the ball-carrier places the ball on 
the ground and gets his carcass out of the way, for the first man 
to reach the ball puts it back in play with a kick. No formalities 
are required between ex-carrier and kicker. 


Rugby is a spawned child of soccer, born one day at Rugby 
School in England when a William Ellis illegally picked up the 
soccer ball and started running. The riotous disorder that ensued 
was so exciting that they made a game out of it and called it 
Rugby. If William Ellis could see what America has done with 
his mistake, there’s no straitjacket that would hold him. 


Basically, there are two major differences between the English 
and American games. Rugby does not permit forward passing, though 
the ball is a pumpkin-shaped oval, nor interference, or blocking. 
For that matter, no teammate is allowed downfield ahead of the 
ball-carrier, which makes that unshielded gentleman a sitting duck. 
Rut the English always did prefer the hard way. 

The players wear shorts, padless jersies, unmentionable under- 
things and a lethal pair of cleated brogans. You are not to get the 
idea from this flimsy wardrobe that they are superbeasts with no 
regard for well-being. In American football, it isn’t the tackling 
but the blocking that causes the bulk of the injuries. 


Full-Dress Required in Canada 


Canada has its own version of the game, a cross between Eng- 
lish Rugby and American football. It is the game they play pro- 
fessionally and for which they drained off a number of National 
[.eague players this year. It is also the game that Carl Voyles, of 
two Auburn evictions ago, coaches at Hamilton, Ont. 


Canadian football is played with 12 men on a side, the 
extra man usually in the backfield. Scrimmage situations are 
set up, as in our football. Forward passing not only is permitted, 
but encouraged to the fullest by a rule that prevents blocking 
more than three yards beyond the scrimmage line. In fact, they 
throw the ball around like a hot yam. 

Punting is much encouraged, too, for there is a 25-vard dead- 
ball line behind the goal line. If a punt crosses that line, the kicking 
team gets a point. If a punt is fielded in the area and the runner 
is tackled before he emerges from the dead-ball zone, the Kicking 
team also earns a point. Touchdowns count five points, field goals 
three and try-for-point one. The full-dress American sult of armor 
is used, 

In each case of the Canadian and English sport, the free 
substitution rule is abhorred. The sporting instinct of the originators 
led them to include stamina as one of the many essentials required 
to play the game properly.

Stressed by 
Retail Men 


The value of advertising was 
stressed at the third annual At- 
lanta Retailing Clinic at the At- 
lanta Division of the University 
of Georgia. 

Elmer Ward of Sanford, Maine, 
president of the Goodall-Sanford 
Co.. said that “because of the na- 
ture of the retailing business no 
man can be a successful retailer 
unless he is also a successful ad- 
vertiser.” 

Ward said that of the top 10 
retail clothing advertisers of the 
nation, nine have made consistent- 
ly high profits during the last 15 
years. 

On the other hand, he said, an 
analysis of a cross-section of the 


poor profit makers reveals that, 


70 percent are small advertisers. 

As a result of these studies, 
Ward concludes that “big adver- 
tisers tend to be good profit mak- 
ers and, conversely, the poor prof- 
it makers are generally small ad- 
vertisers.” 

He pointed out that bigness in 
advertising, of course, is relative. 


LOCATION SECONDARY 


“A big advertiser in Victoria 
might be a small advertiser com- 
pared to Houston lineage,” he 
said. “That’s not the point. The 
point is, are you a big advertiser 
in your own community?” 

Ward said advertising has con- 
tributed heavily to off-location 
stores which have gained promi- 
nence. 

“Many suppose that location ts 
essential to an above-average job,” 
he said. That isn’t so. Paul Gilbert, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Clothiers and Fur- 
nishers, is eight blocks out of 
the way in South Bend. He’s doing 
a terrific job and we believe it’s 
no-coincidence that he’s among the 
nation’s 25 largest men’s store ad- 
vertisers. 

“We all know the exceptional! 
progress of a store in Washington 
that’s in an off-location. It is no 
coincidence, in our opinion, that 
it is now the largest advertiser 
in its community.” 

Pierre Vinet of the Geo. D: Rop- 
er Corp. stressed the value of sales 
training, which he said is par- 
ticularly important today “inas- 
much as the year 1951 will not be 
out until we run into some more 
stormy selling days and they will 
continue well into 1952.” 


MARKET RESEARCH 

Robert R. Underwood, president 
of the National Association of Re- 
tail Clothiers and _ Furnishers, 
discussed the need for research in 
determining the extent and the 
specific wants of a store’s par- 
ticular market.
